1 . Applicant's arguments, see remarl<, filed September 24, 2009, with respect to 
claims 8-14 have been fully consldereci and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 8- 
14 has been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 8-18 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to independent claim 8, the prior art either alone or in combination fails to 
disclose, teach or suggest a device comprising: a video sensor system for generating a 
signal as a function of an occupant class, an occupant volume, an occupant pose, and a 
head position; and an arrangement for adjusting at least one safety belt as a function of 
the signal from the video sensor system.
